10:55 o'clock last night. Kossuth's end 
was extremely painful. He showed 
signs of conscionanosa to the last. He 
expirsd in Vvi arm» of bis son, and dietj 
pressing the hand of th« Huogiuiaa dfp- 
nty Karolyi. 

The memberB of his family and a few 
of hit intimate friends stood aroand the 
beddde of tha aij^ring patriot. 

Nottiing baa jret been settled in regard 
to the drnaila of the funeral. The 
municipal anthorities of this dty have 
offered the family to allow the remains 
to be buied in th>^ Pniitticun here. 




tOUIS KOSeUTH. 
At a ripe old age, with his faealties still 
bright and reepoosive, Louis Kouuth tho 
great Hnngarlan patriot, passed qu 
away at Turin. Although his name hh'. 
his deeds are mainly a memory with the 
present generation, his death caused uni- 
versal sorrow. Onoe the dictator of Hun- 
gary, with his dream of national independ- 
ence on the vcrgu of realization, the old 
man died in exile and in poverty— literally 
a man without a country— for Kossuth 
would never bow the knee to the house of 
Btpsburg and refused all inducements to 
retom to hiaM||H|Btd. With thousands 
ready and STOTHIHato ease the burdens 
flC Ml later years, be preserved a spirit of 
Btardy inaependence to the last. His pen 
earned him a bare subsistence, and his de- 
clining years were smoothed by the devo- 
tion of a favorite 8iHt«r. The Are ot his pa- 
triotism was never quenched, but it burned 
dull and oheerleaaly amid the desolation of 
age and penury. '1 h4ve no hope iu the 
future, no consolation ia the past." was 
the mournful manner in which he recently 
referred to the approaching end of a ca- 
reer which was once the glory and aomira- 
tion uf all lovem of liberty and berolam the 

world over. 

Lajo.s (Louis) Kossuth was bom at Mon- 
ok, Hungary, April 2T, 1806. His parents 
wen- [)iior, but of noble rank. He was ed- 
ucati il at the Protestant college of Saroa- 
patak, where he qiialilifd himself for the 
practice ot law. In IfvJO he l)ucanie aK''i>t 
Kir tliL- Couiitfbs S/apary, a iiositimi which 
gave hiia a seat ill the coiiiital assi inbly. 
Two yt ars later, when the people of Hun- 
gary were groaniiin under llie rest riot i( ins 
on tlieir riglils anil privile^;es, liis active 
political career liexaii in the diet of i're.s- 
biirg. As iu other countries, iilxml this 
critical perioil, the authoritii's were op- 
pOHed to the puldlcatiou ot deliates or leLCls- 
lative proceedings. Knowing ine power of 
the press in the cause of refurin, Kossuth 
founded a paper in which speeches were 
publlslied and governmental all'airs fe.ir 
lessly di.scuiwed. The authorities took 
alarm anil tried in vain to stop the spread 
ot liU ral ideas. Ko.ssuth was threatened 
and his paper suppressed, hut he found 
means to keep the people iiiformecl of ii.i 
tioual alVairs. hilt in 1^37 he whs impris- 
oned for llie puhlication of a lithographed 
newspaper. 

His iniprisoniiient, which lasted ahout 
two years, ineiejised his popularity, and 
when he was released lu; continued his 
work for Hungarian freedom. Year by 
year, despite numeious attempts at ci>- 
ercion, Ko.ssuth's inlluenee spread. He 
was the recognized leader of the oppusition 
in the diet, St nviiig for the complete eman- 
cipation of the peasants, tlie elevation of 
the citizen cla-s and the fieeilom oi the 
press, iu ISW the French revolution, tae 
great stimulus of radical doct rine.s. spurred 
Kossuth on to broader ol)jecls. He de- 
manded indepcudent government in the 
hereditary territories of Austria. It was 
his burning eloqiu-nce more thau anything 
else that .started the revolution and iiisur 
rection in Vienna. The ministry was ilis 
solved in September, IMS*, and Ko.ssutli 
was place I at the head of the committee of 
national defense. Events followed thick 
and fast after this. Measures for pushing 
the war against Austria were prosecuted 
with great energy. 

At Debreczin iu April, 184U, the inde- 
pendence of Hungary was declared and 
Kossuth made provisional governor. Then 
eame diiBulties and dissensions in the 
ranks ot the patriots. Russia threw her- 
self into tile Austrian cause, and to end 
the Jealousy ot Oorgei, his political rival iu 
the great struggle, Kossuth resigned the 
dlotatorahlp. The patriots were defeated 
in Aogiiati im, and Koasuth fled ihto Tur- 
key, where he was held a prisoner. 

Despite the pressure of Russia and Aus- 
tria tlM sultan refused to surrender the pa- 
triot, who through the intervention of Eng- 
land and the United States was allowed to 
leave Torkey. In December, 1851, acoom- 
puiisd by bis wife, be was conveyed to the 
United Stat<« ae the aalldn's guset by the 



warship Mississippi, wEfch ha'd oeeu dis- 
patched for that purpose. What followed 
is well known. Kossuth was received 
everywhere with the greatest enthusiasm. 
He )>eoame the friend of Daniel Webster 
and other' great statesmen of the time. He 
addressed meetings in the largs cities ia 
advocacy of tlie claim of Hungary to inde- 
pendence. His eloquence was regarded as 
marveloiu, hut the coup d'etat of Napoleon 
III struck K fatal blow to his agitattmi, 
and in spite of popular mnpathy with the 
great eirile his mtsaloii fell llatt 

Kossntb . -turned to Stirope in July, 
1888, and Joined hands with Maasinl and 
Ledro-Rollin. He lectured in Great Brit- 
ain on hietery and European polittoe, and 
became aa popular there ashewaein be 
United States. In 18B9 he proposed a pi ;n 
of attack on Austria to Louis Napolern, 
but the pcaoe of Villafranoa prevented Its 
cooatimmAtion. The Hungarian legio* 
irae dteolved, and Kossuth returned to 
England bitterly disappointed. He re- 
moved to Turin (where be died) in UOBl 
During the war of 1806 he tried again to 
rouse the Himgarians, but failed. His 
hopes fled with thi.s failure, and he re- 
mained in exile, preparing his memoirs, 
studying scientiflc subjects and writing 
occasional articles for magasines. 

Kosenth ahrem entertainetf a warm af- 
fection for the United states, which afford- 
ed him ai<ylum and sulmtantial encourage- 
ment in time uf need. At his humble home 
in Turin he was always gta I to receive 
American*. When h was denationalized 
by the action of Hungarian law, which 
forfeits citizenship to persons who live 
abroad 10 years and do not formally 
declaim it before si me Austrian official, he 
received many marks of »ympathy. Ne; r 
ly lOJ cities conferred honorary citizenship 
upon him. and a wave of enthusiasm 
swept over Hungary which gladdened the 
heart of the patriot in exile. 

While a keeu observer of lOuropean af- 
ftiirn, Kosstith rarely spoke of ]KjUtical 
111.. tiers (luring his latter years, lie broke 
silei.ce in I'sS*!) and gave his vie'vs nu cur- 
rent « vent« to .111 Ameiic.iii journalist. At 
that time the German enip. ror was full of 
ills labor reform seh;Tue, Ko-suth said 
William's words 1)11 this sidij i t ini:;ht be 
sincere, but they were only words. Neither 
legislation nor socialism nor uioiiarchj nor 
republicanism could cure tin s iriai m.il.eiy 
of the world, for which there seemed to 
be no remedy. "Meaiiuiiile," lie idiled, 
"the earth will continue to revolve, and 
some day tlie present population maybe 
ewe|it from il.s suifae ■. and a (w.v rac", 
capable uf a new civilization may ap- 
pear. A cataclysm is the tmly hope ot so- 
lution." 

It was in this iiioikI ijf moui uful fore- 
boding that the veiier.dde patriot piis-i-d 
the last years of Ids life. As he e.\.>ii .ssed 
himself on one occasion: "I am aione 
with my memories, alone with my hitter 
experiences. When on the briuk of tue 
grave a niau makes up his account the bal 
ance is always on the wrong side. I have 
asked myself whether life was worth liv- 
ing. Only one cojufort remaiua to tne— 1 
have penlstently followed duty." 

PIER BLOWN UP. 



Commissioners of Uneoln Park, Ohlcago, 
Reeort to PynemHe. 

Chicago, March 21.— The police re- 
ceived word Tuesday that the Drexel 

pier acrobs the riglit of way, claimed by 
the Lincoln park cuiimnssiuucrs, hail 
been destroyed by dynamite. 

The explosion wrecked the pier and 
the re8ix)n:>ibility is popularly laid to the 
Lincoln park board of coutmissiuuers. 
News of the destruction of the pier 
caused injunction proceedings pending in 
oonrt to i.e ha.stily adjourned. 

Fitty pounds ul dynamite was applied 
to the pier under tho Bni>i rvision of 8u- 
inrintendeut Pettigrew of Lincoln park. 

Monday evening the Itozet forces had 
planned a big night's work in jierfecting 
tho pier, which was to protect the 
ritianan rights of the property lor 
which Kozet is tlie agent, whicn bekmtjs 
to Edward T. btoleeberry of Philudel- 
phia, 8on-lB<4aw ot the late Antbonj 
Drexel. 

While the contractor was reomiting 
his forces and the park officers were 
stantling on guard, Superintendent I'et- 
tigrew visited the place and decided to 
storm the works. Securing expert ds- 
sistance, he got the necessary dynamite 
from Lincoln park and proceeded with a 
small force of assistants to place the ex- 
plosivee. The structure was soon de- 
moliabed, and the wreokagt which float- 
ed aehore was bomed.

The claaien which sought to require 
an ac< ounun ; by the disbursing othcers 
ul soldiers tiouies to the treasury depait- 
iiient ai.d aiiiaial reports by " " 
to the o. tretary of war, foU 
ijhicK s point of onler. 

The bill as passed carries iwM7,U00 
moi-e than it did as repoited froiu tlie 
committee on appropriutious. Tiie four 
appropriation bills parsed by the hous 
(District of Columbia, pension, fortifica- 
tion and sundry civil) carry a net redac- 
tion of ^,Wi4,9&8, as compared with 
the same biUa for the enn««t tisoal year. 

In the Senate. 

WASHiNnTON, March 21. -The tari'I 
bill was ye.sterdBy fairly luuucheil on its 
way in the senate, Mr. Voorhees, the 
chairman of the finance touunittee, re- 
)>orting it to the seuate and giving no- 
tice that on Aoril 2 he would move to 
take it up for consideration. The rest of 
the day was taken up by tienaior Goorff' 
of Mississippi in a discussion of the le^ 
asi)echi of the Hawaiian question, defttid- 
mg the action of the presiilent.

CHANGES IN TARIFF. 

A Few Made by the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

THE BILL FINALLY REPORTED. 



It Will Be CnllPil ITp In the Senate by Mr. 

I Yoorheea, Chalrinau of the Senate Fl- 
aawee Committee, on April 9 For Cob- 
sMeratloii A l ew of tke Ohaafss Xkat 
Have Been Made. 

Washimoton, March 21.— The tariff 
bill in its latest printed shape, as changed 
by the Democratic majority of the sen- 
ate finance committee, was laid before 
the full coimnitteo yesterday. Among 
the changes are these: 

The duty on collars and cutis is in- 
creased from 45 jier cent to 55 per ccit 
ad valorem. The only additions to the 
free list are horn strips and tips and oo- 
coonuts. 

Section 105, which tirovides that the 
president shall notify tne Hawaiian gov- 
enuueut of the intention of tliis govern- 
ment to abrogate the treaty of 1875, has 

been stricken out. 

The clause of the section repealing 
that part of the McKinley act providing 
for reciprocal treaties lias bstti amended 

to read !is fodo.vs:

Pork Packing. 

Cincinnati Price Current, March 15: 
" The supply of hogs at packing points is 
matntaineid.retanis indicating that West- 
ern packers liavo handled 210,000 for the 
week, compared with 246,000 for the pre- 
ceding week, and 125,000 latt year, mak 
Ing a total of 4^vooo since March 1, 
against 285,000 last year. 

" Prices of hogs and prodnct were very 
decideil — downward ^(hiring the week, 
lleceiptii of hoKs at tlie principal West- 
ern markets have steadily grown, and 
are far in excess of a year ago, the most 
marked increase being at Chicago, St. 
Louis and Omaha. With the decline in 
prices of hogs the decline in values of 
prodnct have been comparatively larger, 
and, what is more rare, the closing each 
day for more than a week has been below 
that of the previons day, nntil at the dose 
May pork was ''>0n oiF, May lard .'?')c niT 
and May ribs 42^0 down from a week ago. 
The drop in hogs has been less severe, 
being at Chicago 90 and 85c per hondred 
pounds. 

"There has been abetter jobbing trade 
in smoked meats, the South nskin;; more 
freely for goods, still this has not pre- 
vented the downward course. 

"Tlie quality of hogs marketed has 
been up to the previous condition— ex- 
cellent— and continue to show good feed- 
ing." _
